According to Sgt. Jay Col- 
ledge of the Utah County. Sher- 
iff's Office, Patrick Boyer, 21, 
Salt Lake City, was free-climb- 
ing up a ledge near Bridal Veil 


Falls in Provo Canyon at the 


time of the accident. 

Boyer and a friend had made 
it about three-quarters of the 
way up the ledge when the 
rocks became mossy and it was 
too slick to get good foot or 
finger holds, Colledge said. 

As Boyer was backing down 
the ledge, he slipped and fell 
some 75 to 100 feet, he said.

He tells the officers when 
to expect the car at their station, 
and often follows it to make sure 
the officers stop the right motor- 
ist. The pilot also keeps a de- 
tailed log of his observations and 
will appear in court to back the 
trooper who cited the motorist, if 
necessary. 

During Sunday’s operation, two 


citations were issued that may 
have prevented serious accidents, 
troopers said. 

As Gale and Trooper Scott 
Hathcock waited next to their 
parked patrol cars for Sunday’s 
operation to begin, they saw one 
vehicle illegally pass another on a 
curve. They signaled him to join 
them and wrote him a ticket. 

Later, a parked trooper saw 
some people suspiciously hiding 
the labels of cans they were 
drinking from while their truck 
was parked. But when they began 
to drive down the canyon, the
